Tne Pertusume Rrvens.— The Tay.—The continued dry weather 
has had the effect of bringing the river to a very low level, and few 
anglers have been out during the week, our items of sport are, there- 
fore, extremely meagre. Captain Bennett (Glasgow) killed a nice 
little fish on Taymount water on the 17th, and another of 9lb on the 
same water on the 24th, the only offers he had. River small, weather 
very bright. Ou? Grandtully correspondent says :—‘‘ Three fish were 
taken at Clunie weighing 93!b, 101b, and 151b, and two at Grendtully 
weighing 10!b and 15lb respectively. This is all inthe way of sport 
this week. As lonz as the water continues so low, and the sky cloui- 
lesa, we need not expect muchsport.” From our Kinclaven correspon- 
dent we learn that the only salmon which has been got on any of the 
waters in the district was on Friday, the 25th, when General E. 
Robertron’s boatmen killed, on Ballathie water, one salmon, 131b, The 
not fishing continues fair. On Monday the first grilse was got, and on 
Tuesday another was landed with the net. Roth fish were in good 
condition, and the tacksmen are in hopes of @ fine season, as the early 
appearance of grilse is considered to be a hopeful sign. The river is 
teeming with trout, and some large takes have been secured with the 
net. Our Dunkeld correspondent says :—‘ The only fish killed in this 
district was one at Dalguise on Thursday, of 151b, and there is no 
prospect of sport until we get & spate.” ; 

The Ardle—Tho Ardle is now being visited by many strangers—the 
beauties of its banks, adorned as they are with wood, affording a grati- 
fying sight to the eye, if at times inconvenient to the angler. It is at 
present very low, affording but little sport except to the real practical 
angler, who between fly-casting, switching, and spinning the pools, 
which are frequent in this water, will in a tolerably good day not go 
empty home. Mr. Constable has been very successful in the capture 
of trout, some weighing upwards of 21lb. Mr. Saunders had lately a 
very good take; Mr. D, Macdonald killed five dozen on Thursday last; 
hyo. geutlemen from Blairgowrie fished up the river, and got well filled 
baskets. 

The Shee.z—The river is now drawn to very narrow dimensions, a 
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freely. ‘Those who wish good calmon fishing could not do better than 
visit Killin.— Perthshire Journal. 

Tus Intso Rrvers.—Notwithstanding the recent bright sun and 
easterly winds, the fishing at Killaloe has been very good—early in the 
morning and after six in the evening salmon being taken daily. 
The grilse are already on the run, several having heen killed, and next 
week wo shall have them in abundance, Any changein the weather 
would give us the best fishing known for years, as the green drake is 
now up on the lake, and those who are fond of the Salmo ferox or gil ‘aro 
will find excellent sport. Trout-fishing on the streams is also capital 
just now, Captain Ball (late 10th Hussars) having killed 150 nice fish 
during the last three days. Rain, in fact, is all that is wanted here, 
and indeed a general want all over the country. The brothers Ellis 
killed three salmon, size 11lb, 12lb, and 15lb respectively. Apropos 
of flies, the green parrot has, during the last week, been by far the most 
killing for salmon and grilse, and for trout the best are green and yel- 
low rails, and the orange grouse backed with a partridge tail—MILES 
(Killaloe, May 27). We can write confidently about the trout-fishing 
now. Whether on lake or stream, it surpasses anything heard of for 
many seasons. On the former several rods have met with unwonted 
success, @ fact which it gives infinite pleasure to be able to state, 
as there are some who hold that single rod-fishing on large shects of 
water, such as the Killalce lake, is an utter waste of time, and so forth. 
An English gentleman, one of a party who have been here 
for better than a week, caught to his own rod four large 
trout on the lake near Tinnerana, Fifty grand trout, not 
one of which was under !}lb, while many of them reached 
6lb, were the sggregate capture of a few boats which 
started for the lake, and all taken with the rod. The evening fishings 
on the streams is very good just now, twelve to twenty trout to each 
rod being about the mark. ‘I'he Francis fly is all the rage at present ; 
it is killing all before it. From the counties of Oork, Kerry, Water- 
ford, &c, we have favourable accounts. There has been capital 
sport onthe Trooherish, a tributary of the Sullane, which runs into 
the Lee above Macroom. This railway runs through a most romantic 
country on the banks of the South Brido, and rolls along (with an un- 
interrupted view on either side for some twenty-five miles) as smoothly 
as a billiard ball on the green cloth of a level table. Brophy’s New 
Hotel affords capital accommodation at Inchigecla en route to Bantry. 
Killarney can LOW be rapidly and easily reached, vid Macroom, as 
Mill-street is but eleven miles from the latter place. The scenery 


above Macroom on every side is most varied and picturesque; in fact, 
it would be the very spot for a wandering artist to fix his tent and 
easel. Oarrick-a-Phooca Castle aud waterfall would make a perfect 
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well-known falls of water; there have been besides many thrown 
back by the conscientious angler. It is equally noteworthy that the 
next stations of Goring and Streatly have not produced a single trout, 
where in olden times, a few brace were almost certain to reward the 
skill of the fly-fisher. The mill tail at Maple Durham—an intermediate 
spot between Reading and Pangbourne—has given sport to one or 
more gentlemen who have been on the water early. ‘The Mayfly has 
shown itself at last, but not in the abundance of must seasons. It was 
seen upon several rivers about the 28th, and, as far as the best 
authorities and my-own-observation on the Kennet, Thames, Wind- 
rush, Lea, &c., not a day sooner; therefore the announcement of its 
advent previous to that date in any numbers was most certainly pre- 
mature, The white frost and easterly winds which have opened the 
mornings of late have checked, if not killed, this truly delicate ephe- 
pet kage hence, as in many former seasons, their late appearance and 
scarcity. 

Tue WYE AND THE DgeRWENT.—Latterly the sport on those rivers 
has been very indifferent. The fish appoar to have eyes behind, for 
the moment the rod is turned they are off. The water now has got 
old : and become like a mirror, and tho greatest «care is 
required to get anything like a dish. If a man loses the feeding . 
time it is all over for thatday- What we should recommend gentle- 
men to do is to get to the water by nine o’clock, and fish till eleven or 
half past; then again from three till the evening, without it is over- 
cast and cloudy, or there is a nice ripple. The drake has not made 
its appearance yet, but may be expected on or about the 6th of next 
month. If no rain falls little or-no sport will be had with it on our 
fine streams. A very singular thing happened on Mr, Heury Good - 
win’s water, near Haldstandwoll. A little boy was fishing with the 
fly; he hooked # small grayling, and while playing him a large pike 
took him and he lost both. Sandfly has been better taken this week 
in the afternoon, and, fishing near the banks, throwing a long line, 
gentlemen can’t do better than have dotterell point fly, sand and rod 
palmer ribbed with gold twist, or a change from the dotterell fy made 
winged from the young starling. primrese silk body, ribbed with gold 
twist and honey dun hackle. ,This fly will be found to ki!l well-ia 
the evening. 

Fry anD Noppsr.—Another deposit of £4 aside, for the match 
between these two ‘‘jolly anglers” is due on the 14th inst.

Some experienced ang!ers have 
fished for hours without landing a trout, and few have succeeded in 
taking more than a few small fry. From the coldness of the nights, 
night angling, which was prosecuted with considerable success in the 
preceding week, has not afforded good sport. The Leithen is also 
very small, but it has been affording better sport than the Tweed. 
Worm fishing in the morning has been most successful. ‘There are 
still a few salmon kelts leftin the Tweed. The flood ten days ago 
carried seawards alarge number of the smolts, and they have of late 
been less. troublesome to anglers than in the previous part of the 
season. ~ Good trout fishing can scarcely be expected till another flood 
replenishes the river with water. 


_ Loch Tay.—The sport on Loch Tay is atill good, especially consider- 
ing the advanced time of the season and the remarkably dry and 
ecorching weather. On Tuesday week, John Steel, Esq., of Blackpark, 
and the Rev. Jobn Stuart, Edinburgh, went on the loch at two o'clock 
at Lawers, and fished the Killin Hotel water. Mr. Steel had one run, 
and killed a fish of 16lb. The Rev. Mr. Stuart Jost one fish, which 
took bis tackle after him; and was successful in landing another par- 
ticularly fine fish, which weighed 291b. It was fresh ruo. The same 
day the Ray. M. Rhoades killed one fish of 16lb, and his brother, Mr. 
Rhoades, killed two—one 201band the other 161b. Next day (Wednesday) 
Mr. Steel had a fish of 17/b, and Rev. Mr, Stuart 2 of 221b and 2Uib. 
Next day Mr. Steel had,an exciting struggle with a strong fish, which 
was hooked on tho north side of the loch, and ran ovor to the south 
side. After lolling about the loch for over an hour, Mr, Steel killed 
him —a fina fat 25lb fivh. Oa Friday Mr. Steel killed a nico fish of 
16lb, and Rov. Mr. Stuart on» of 26lb. On Saturday Mr. Steel had one 
of 26lb, Rev. Mr. Stuart being clean. Un Monday, the 28th, H. Gray, 
Esq , fishgd the loch, and had capital sport. He had not been long on 
the water when he hooked a fish, which he landed. It weighed 17}lb. 
About midday he killed another, weighing 18}lb; just when leaving 
he got a third, weighing 22\b. They were all fico fish, and gave 
splendid sport. Tho fish ara still very plentiful ia the loch, and taking 
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gem, and the rocky islands and rushing streams on tho Sullane a little 
farther down are equally beautifal, while they shelter many & oodly 
salmon and yellow trout. Tho Laney, from Ooppalleen Dawn- 
bridge to its janction with the Sullane and Lee, is also & fine stream, 
and well stocked with fish. All these streams, with their numerous 
tributaries, m:ke Macroom (William’s Hotel) a very desirable head- 
quarters for the piscator. Latterly Capt. H. A. Herbert, of Muckross, 
had an unusually fine day’s single salmon rod fishing on the Laune. 
fle took nine clean salmon. Total weight, 1151b. 

HEREFORD —The Wye has now become very low and bright, and 
except in the early morning and at sunsot, or later in the evening, fly 
fishing is a profitless pursuit. Last week, the lessee of the Hampton 
fishing caught one very handsome salmon of 12lb, and a number of 
rhad, ia the Rotharwas water ; but until there comes a ** fresh,” 
with an entire change of weather, few fish will find their way into the 
waters of the Hereford fisheries. Salmon continues to sell in Hereford 
at 1s. 6d. per Ib., and is likely to be even higher unless the market is 
better supplied. The caddow or May-fly has already made its 
appoarinne and with suitable weather some heayy trout would come 
to hand freely in the Lugg. It is rather @ remarkable circumstance 
that, whilst you find a plentiful supply of caddow on the banks of that 
river, very few are to bo met with on the waters of the Wye. Since 
last communication few trout have been taken in the Wye, but these 
were in fine condition, 


Tue Coquet.—The trout are now improving in condition, and are 
beginning to show sport. The water is getting low and clear (there 
having been no rain for some time, beyond # mere shower), but js in 
good order for @ fly fisherman, who does not care for “ fishing made 
paaye For some reason or other the trout do not appear to be taking 
reely. : 

Tux TH1ames.—There ara numbers of dace between Richmond and 
Paddington, but not somany as up to pairing time, for they have 
dropped into the tidal waters now, With respect to the roach there 
is scarcely one of any size to be seen, as they, like the dace, are below. 
The barbel are now just making a head for spswniog, and ag to 
perch, you must go above the lock in the Trowlock to tind them of 
The fish ladder at Teddington Weir is literally choked up 
with weeds—not weeds that have floated down the river, but that havo 
grown io the ladder to such an extent that there 13 scarcely any 
water running through it; and it is a moral impossibility for any fish 
to ascend, if they have the inclination to do 89. Anglers that are 
fond of chub-fishing will find some good sport at the beginning of 
June at Teddington, and by employing » fisherman have some good 
sport. Pangbourne has been singularly prolific in trout this season, 
upwards of thirty-five takeable fish having been carried from its 
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_ Oysrer Fisnen 1es,—It is a good thing that oysters aro #0 dear, for 
it seems they are dangerous. In Norway they aro suffering from a 
plague of some sort, and people who eat too many of them suddenly 
die. There is a notion prevalent that no man was ever killed by 
eating oysters, though this can hardly be true, for, the plague apart, 
we remember to have seen an epitaph on a man who died of a surfeit 
of them, which ran somewhat after this fashion :— 
Hore lies John Brown beneath these cloisters ; 
If the last trump don’t wake him, shout “ Oysters!” 

We aro pleased to note that Mr, Milner Gibson, President of the Board 
of Trade, has introduced into the House of Commons a bill * for 
the establishment, improvement, and maintenance of oyster fishing.” 

Tue Epen,—Though tho Eden fisheries in the early part of the 
season gave but poor. encouragement to the lessees, we have reason to 
believe that they have recently: been affording a more satisfactory 
yield, and the fis ermen’s labours have lately been rewarded with some 
excellent hauls. ‘he rod-fishers have evjoyed fair sport, though the 
river has not been generally favourable for casting, and we believe 
that as a rule the upper proprietors have not had any reason to com- 
plain of the number of fish that have fallen to their share. The grilse 
are now be a to run: pretty freely, and sea-trout appear to be 
numerous, although they are not yet taking the river with any degroe 
of briskaess.—Carlisle Journal.

for the collection and utilisation of that sewage, was on Wednesday 
withdrawn. 

ENGuisH SatmMon Fisuertes.—Mr. Ffennell’s fifth annual report to 
the Home Secretary on the salmon fisheries of Hogland and Wales 
has just been issued. Mr.’ Ffonnell remarks :—‘' Two unusually dry, 
summers following in succession affected all the rivers in the United 
Kingdom, and those of England, whose recovery from extreme ex- 
haustion had only just set in, were notin a state to bear so well this 
unfavourable occurrence as. the rivers of Scotland and Ireland, where 
more stamina existed. The very favourable resulta, however, which 
had beon experienced in the operation of the first two years of the Act 
of 1861 had convinced the public of the soundness of tho principles 
which it recognised, and had established a firm conviction that the 
salmon fisheries of England would aud must prosper under such im- 
proved laws, if so amonded and strengthened as to enable them to be 
adequately administered.” The report gives an elaborate analysis of 
the Act 28 and 29 Vict. c. 121, which is now about to come into opera- 
tion. There are two very important provisions contained in this 
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Act—one, the levying of licence duties on all instruments used in the 
capture of salmon, for the purpose of providing funds for protection, and 
the coastitution of boards of conservators to a minister those funds ; the 
other, the appointment of special commissioners to ascertain what 
fixed engines are entitled to be continued in use under the provi- 
sions of the Actof 1861. ‘There are two questions at stake,” Mr. 
Ffennell proceeds to remark, ‘of vital importance to the future 
prosperity of the fishery: one the removal of all fixed engines: in 
tidal waters ‘not privileged under the Actof 1861 ;’ and the other the 
removal or regulation, as the case may be, of all fishery weirs and 
fishery milldams in fresh waters, in conformity with the provisions of 
that Act. The Legislature has provided a means by which theso 
matters may be determined and set at rest for ever without further 
delay, and at.the same time relieving the fishery interests from the 
Consequences of protracted and expensive litigation. It is to be hoped 
that this measure will be appreciated as it should be, and that the 
many who have vigorously come forward in support of fishery pro- 
tection will be further stimulated in their laudable zeal, and encouraged 
to extend their exertions and attention to other ameliorations in he 
state of the waters of the country, which may undoubtedly be effected 
to a very important extent, if measures quite within the scope of 

ractical. application be systematically and judiciously adopted. 

ext in importance to the restriction of fixed engines. within the 
limita assigned to them by the Act of 1861, are the enactments in the- 
Act'of 1865, which provide for levying licence duties or rates upon 
all engines employed in the capture of salmon, to be applied for the 
purposes of protection under the direction of boards of conservators, 
Who are to be appointed by the magistrates at quarter sessions. ‘The 
manifest necessity for such a measure has been go fully discussed in 
former reports, and so generally acquiesced in, that it is unnecessary 
to offer any remarks upon either the expedioncy or equity of the prin- 
ciple of a fixed arrangement of this kind, by which every one wishing 
to partake of the benefits will contribute to the protection of that in 
which he has an interest, and of which he desires to avail himself.” 
Twenty-four districts have been formed under the Act, of which the 
boundaries are given in the report. Mr. Ffennell remarks in conclu- 
sion; —In former reports I have expressod an opinion that much

other fights of no importance with lads of the town, and on New Year's Day in 
ihe preee year he fonght Jack Sutcliffe for £5 a side, and defeated him in 
about seven minntay, Hoe was then engaged for the present contest, for which 
he was professionally trained for the first timo, Néville is a stout well-built lad 
for his weight, Sat 6lbs, and when stripped devel oped some good mu soles. + Hein 
Sat aan has been engaged in two battles in the Liverpool district. 
Neville is 22 years of age, stands 5ft 5} inches, He was born in Dublin, but was 
Coo rae ene Liverpool district.

Ag soon as it became known that the 
fight was on the moors the 61g parlimentary train was fixed as the means of 
reaching the place. The company, however, thought it better to put op a 
special, which left the Barnsley station at 6:50, and stopping at Dodworth 
added about 100 to the already filled train, No more stoppages were made 
until Penistone was reached and the tickets collected. The place of destina- 
tion, Dunford Bridge Station, was reached at a quarter to eight, and the 
passengers left the carriages, and at once set off on their journey 
across the moors, @ distance of some three miles. The morning was a 
very unpromising one and a @rizzling rain fell during the ‘‘march.”

Accord- 
ingly, ‘* Money,” produced for Mr. Neville’s benefit, is graciously 
eliuwed to remain ia the bills during the succeeding ‘* Wednesd -y, 
Thursday, and F.idey”; Saturlay aud the immediste futuro being 
trusted in for ‘‘somethiog turning up.” This is how ‘t Money,” a 
reilly good though not great comedy, got to be played fur tho ‘first 
tine” (as the bitls ingoruously confess) at the Olympic, a house where 
it and such pieces as it should be stock pieces; end the circumstance, 
ra we thus interpret it, seems to us to furnish a very good illustration 
of the little faith uf mavagers in thesa days. The production was—as 
wish the Olympic acting,-sndthe Olympic’s appliances, scenic and 
otherwiere, it could scarcely fail tobe—a success. So much a success 
tit we believe had the,managoment so chosen they might have “run” 
it advantageously. But the management did not so choose; and so, 
exit comedy, after.a ‘‘run” of four nights, a.d re-enter—we suppose, 
we cannot even hope it may be otherwise, or that Mr. Tom Taylor's 
admirable comic drama, “ A Sheep in Wolt’s Clothing,” which took 
tie place of '‘* Money” on Saturday last, represents other than an inter- 
reznum—re-enter adaptation from the French, and such like. The 
pcrtormance of.‘ Movey” being thus a thing of the past, but little 
need be said of the actiog in detail. Mr. H. Neville’s Evelyn was a 
very meritorious performance; juct a tinge or two too heavy. 
Miss Kate Terry’s acting in Olara Douglas was very cbarm- 
ing, and very powerful; 89 charming, and «9 powerful, 
ind-ed, that it brought out, by  oontrast, the defects in 
the character as drawn by the author more fully than ever. Mr. 
H. Wigan's Graves is a really enjoyable bit of humour, and at the same 
4 ne » consummate bit of histrion'c art, It nlone would be a sufficient 
warrant for quite a new lease of popularity forthe comedy. Mr. Wigan 
his nat appsared to such advantage this many a day—not since, in 
{.ct. he hag had a theatre of his own, Mr, H, J. Montagne’s C ptain 
Dudley Smooth was another remarkable feature of the performance. 
M. Montague’s acting in this part showed yet auother stride onward 
jou + cereer which is evidently destined to be distinguished. The Sir 
Joho Vesey of Mr. W. H. Stephens, the Stout of Mr. Atkins, the 
G orgiaua Vesey of Miss Lydia Foote, and the Lady Franklyn of 
Ms, St. Henry, were also excellent, As were, ia a less degree, 
M esrs. Soutar and Terrott’s Blount and Glossmore. Mr. Soutar 
birdened bis part with an impossible lingual eccentricity in the stape 
of a novel triatment of the letter r, and so made the part ridiculous 
The host of minor characters, from the Sharp of Mr. Rivers down- 
wards, were also c. pitally rendered; indeed the whole performance 
shows how much worthier is this company of better things than the 
mare i lustration of balfpenny romances. 

When it was whispered that Bellingham solus was engaged upon 
Ofenbach’s “ Barbe Bleve,” with a view toa burlesque for these boarder, 
said some amongst those who were perplexed by the jumble of 
atcociously bad, bad, indifferent, and guod, the coo-tituent parts of the 
series of burlesques turned out by the firm of ‘Belliaghsm and Best,’ 
ao vertaps we shall find out the reli tive merits of the two ; now we 
sal know which is Best and vhich—Bolliogham. Tho new 
Olympic “ operatic extrayaganzs,” “ Blue Beard Re-paired,” produced 
on Satard+y last, will aareely, ‘ve imagine, conduce to this 
reculs; for while upon the whole it is a decidedly superior aud 
more amusing piece than any of iis immediate predecessors, there 
is in the writing the same uvevences, the sama mix'ure of droll 
situstion and happy coxceit with stale wit and bad taste. Bat if rot 
s» gordas it might have been, ‘ Blue By ard Re-paired ” is an immensely 
anusing and uproariously droll ex'n vaganzs of a. somewhat new 
pattern, Offenbach’s music, which is ad mirable, acd appears here tofull 
advantage, is uadoubtedly the chief feature of the piece, and 
the chief ingrediont in thefun of the piece; yet, there is 
in the construction aad writing, ferlty as itis in detail, a peculiar 
merit that comm :nds recognition. ‘f'Lere is in the story an abandon 
of tho meddest {ua combined with the delisious Arcadian simplicity of 
a fairy tale thatis, if ic be not the rswult of mere accident, certsin!y 
very clever. In many parts this combination of simplicity witn 
richest fan reminded us of Thacker ay’s **Rose and the Ring,” and 
the mention of the fact will perhs ps do more than anything else 
towards a complete impartment of the impression produced on our 
mind by this extravaganza. If this apparently artless olla podrida 
ja not ® meré chance hit cf Mr. Belingham’s, if he can turn out 
more pieces of the same calibre, wh:y it seems to us that he has opened 
up quite # new vein of burleeque, and hif upon just the very thing 
, eeaed for such music -s Offenbach’s, We have said the extrava- 
gangs is ut » rom wha’ new patcern, {[n it the author does not rely 
Tpop puns. Very few puns are ictrod aced, aud even they could be 
dispensed with. He does not rely eith ar upon parody, for that is con- 
spicucus by its absenc»; he does not e yen parody the story he takes 
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in hand. The Blue Beard of the story books is absent in almost 
everything but name aud beard. Noither is neatly rhymed couplets 
relied upon for effect, forthe piece is in prose, excepting only those 
portions set to music, and they have for characteristic the simplicity 
of nursery doggrel rather than the polish of extravaganza verse. He 
does not even rely upon ‘ break-down ” dances, for in this piece there 
are none such, What Mr. Bellingbam does seem to rely upon, aud 
what the undoubted success of the piece is founded on, iy a certain 
rpontareous drollery that is irresistible—an outrageously comic story, 
worked out by an apparently unforced succession of outrageously comic 
incidents, and garnished to a great extent with dialogue, the 
characteristic of which is as, with the rest, unpretentiousness, but sti! 
drollery, Simplicity no less than drollery is a characteristic of the 
piece; indeed the drollery itself is founded upon this simplicity. And 
it is this very simplicity that makes us doubt whether we owe the effect 
toart or accident, Simplicity of constructioa that produces effects 
often denied to Istoured art mey be highest art, the art that conceals 
art, and it may be mere créle-suess, resulting happily by chance. 
And, though it may seem uvgracious, we must, for this reasou and 
in view of the palpable cirelessness that pervades this and other of Mr, 
Bollingh m’s works, decline to credit him with the possession of this 
faculty cf humour until he puts forth more of it. If however, accident 
has notbing {o do with the pe uliar qualitios that distinguish this 
extravagauzt, why Mr. Bellingham haga faculty of humour unique. 
The distivguishing peculiarities of the piece are admirably supported 
by, in the first place, as we have already said, the sparkling comic 
music of Offenbach ; in the second place by the admirable and sprightly 
acting, and in the third place by the dazziing splendour and fairy beauty 
of the scenery, dres-es, &. Excellent, howover, as is the acting 
throughout, to indicate the relative excell-nce of the principal actors, is 
uo more than just. First then, alike by reason of the prominence given 
to the character persconated, avd by reason of the talent displayed, 

must be mentioned the name of Miss Susan Galton (her first *pp-ar- 
ance here). She pla:s an artless and artfal peasant girl, one Mopsa, 

who, chesen by Bive Beard for his sixth wife, leads him and 
most cf the rest of the characters a pretty dance.

Mr. William Brough’s “ Papiilonotta; or, the Prince, the Butte: fly, 
and the Bee.le,” performed for the first time in London at this houss. 
on Saturday night lst, bas had a successfal run in more of the pro 
vincial towns than one; notably in Liverpool, and at Mr. Biough's 
own theatre in Hull. It has a more than usually lucid and in- 
terestic g story, and the writing is marked by much of the brilliance 
that Mr. Brough’s builesques never lack, We say much of the bril- 
liance because we do not find the supsrabundance of wit that has 
characterized some of Mr. Brough’s latest London burlerques. The 
piece appears to us to have been toned down ia this respect to sult 
its original provincial audience. This was, doubtless, politic, for it is 
not the most brilliantly writteo burlesques that are most succesful 
anywhere, and least of allin the provinces. Were it otherwise we 
should hear a great deal moro of Mr, Brough than we do. “ Papil- 
lonetta,” #8 roduced at Sadler's Wells, is a burlesque above the 
average in all the most popular attributes cf that species of entertain- 
ment, though not quite up to Mr. Brough’s own standard. It is 
splendidly mounted, and capitally acted throughout. The present 
Sadlor’s Wells company is particularly strong in burlesque, and in the 
matter of pretty women for its adoroment, if there is any London 
company that can equal it, there is certainly none thatcan surpass it, 
This latter we do not put forth asa matter of the highest importance. 
Good acting should always rank before good looks, and no.agount of 
good looks should suffice to atone for bad actiog but when, a8 in the 
cases of each and all of the ladies that grace the Sadler's Wells boards, 
the acting is gool, beauty must perforce be acknowledged as an 
added charm. T'he most prominent of the ladies thus grouped togetties

OUR ILLUSTRATIONS, 


Great Ficut perween HumpPurtes AND Mgnpoza.—Our principal 
engraving this week is from a very interesting drawing of a celebrated 
fight that well nigh eighty years ago created an immense sensation 
throughout the sporting world of London. : The illustration keproreeee 
the first public contest, which took place on the 9th of J anergy. 1788, 
between two very notable champions of the P. R., namely, schAEG 
Humphries, tho ‘‘Gentleman Boxer,” as he was usually denominatne 
from his genteel appearance and courteous behaviour, and Danie 
Mendoza, the celebrated Jow pugilist. Humphries was about he 
middle size, strong and well limbed, and it is related of him ‘that ; 
was a hard hitter, ‘the stomach and under the ear” being the principa 
objects of his aim, Bofore his appearance pugilism had been somewhat 
on the decline, but his many attractive qualities won for him troops of 
friends, so that he contributed very much towards its revival at the 
particular period to which our engraving refers. His game was un- 
questionable, and about a couple of years preyious to the time we are 
referring to he bad a set-to with Martin the Bath Butcher, on a stage 
at Newmarket, which was witnessed by H.R.H. the then Prince of 
Wales, the Duke of York, the Duke of Orleans, and most of the French 
nobility at that time in England. Humphries was the victor, and 
immediately became a great favourite, boasting among his patrons 
men of tho first distinction in the land. But deservedly distinguished 
as he stood in the boxing world, “a foeman worthy of his fist” soon 
appeared to share his. fame, This was Daniel Mendoza tho Jew, of 
whom it is recorded that he was “one of the most elegant and scien- 
tific pugilists in the whole raco of boxers, and might be termed 4 
complete artist.” He had fought many well-contested battles, and 
possessed many admirable qualities.. The following description of the 
tight which we have engraved is condensed from the pages of ** Box- 
iana.” The preliminaries of the fight were agreed to at Odibam in 
Hampshire, for 4C0 guineas, upon a raised twenty-four foot stage in a 
pegiioek. The door money was to be divided betwoon the combatants, 

ut 80 great was the anxiety exhibited to see the mill that as the time 
drew neat for the men to mount the stage, with a desperate effort the 
crowd swept all before them, the doorkeepers wore thrown aside, and 
thousands obtained admission without paying the fee. For some time 
all was noise, uproar, and confusion; but upon the appearance of hos- 
tilities commencing the scene changed, silence prevailed, and all eyes 
wero riveted on the rival gladiators. ‘‘ Humphries upon ascending the 
stage was received with repeated cheers, which he gracefully acknow- 
ledged by his genteel deportment, when Tom Johnson appeared 4s his 
second, athletic Tring as his bottle-holder, and Mr. Allen as umpire. 
Mendoza algo, instant] following, was greeted with the most flattering 
marks of attention and respect from the surrounding spectators; a Mr. 
Moravia acted as bis umpire, David Benjamin was his second, and 
Jacobs his bottle-holder, all of them being Jews. Humpbries’s ap- 
pearance when stripped for the fight was peculiarly attractive, and his 
fine manly form was seen to great advantage; he had on a pair of fine 
flannél drawers, white silk stockings, the clocks of which were span- 
gled with gold, and pumps tied with ribbon. The dress of Mendoza 
was plain and neat. About 1,20, everything being ready, the usual 
salutations took place, when the display of science was infinitely fine— 
the parryings were long and various, and the amateur: experioneed one 
of the richest treats ever exhibited in this resolute and manly art. At 
length Mendoza put in the first blow, and recoiling from its effects 
slipped and fell’ upon his back, in consequence of the stage boing 
slippery from the rain which had fallen previous to the battle, yet was 
of-no material effect against Humphries, as he warded it off and 
retreated. In the second round Mendoza, full of vigour, went into his 
antagonist, and knocked him down; and in closing in the next the 
Jew threw Humphries. The odds, which had been ee in se hal of 
Humphries, were now changing repldly upon ‘Mendoza. ow, 
flushed with success, found his game al

Mendoza, who had now knocked him down six times. The Jows spor

Humphries was now himself, 
and fast recovering in wind: and strength.. ‘he amateurs were de- 
lighted with his undaunted cotirage, ‘Mendoza was thrown, and. in 
falling pitched upon his face, His forehead was droadfully cut above 
the right eye, and his nose assumed a different shape. But the Jew’s 
pluck was good and in the next round gare Humphries a prime facer, 
so that the bets were still alive. Humphries was gaining ground fast, 
end soon put in a doubler upon the loins of Mendoza, one of the Jew’s 
most vulnerable parts, which was followed up by one on the neck. 
The Jow, reeling, fell with his leg under him, sprained his ankle, and 
waa reluctantly compelled to acknowledge the superiority. of the 
Christian, Mendoza immediately afterwards fainted, and was taken 
from the stage. Thus ended this truly celebrated contest in 28min 
54seca, in which, perhaps, there néver was 80 much skill and dexterity 
ever witnessed, nor more money depending upon its termination, The 
Jews were severe sufferers, and although Mendoza was defeated his 
fame and character as @ pugilist was considerably increased,”

This battle, as we have already stated, brought gt into very 
general notice. Humphries lived several years after in the oapacity 
of a coal merchant, in good repute and much respected. 

Mendoza con'inued’ in the ring for many years afterwards, and 
eventually retired to follow the occupation of a publican in the 
neighbourhood. of Kennington. It was his proud boast that he had 
been successful in upwards of thirty pitched battles. The recent en- 
counter between Mace and Goss seems to now combine with a variety 
of other circumstances tu bring the P. R. into disrepute, and certainly 
itis now.quite as much on the decline as it, was before the appearance 
of Humphries. It is related, however, that after his &@ppearance box- 
ing again bocame fashionable, and was followed, patronised, and en- 
couraged, Sparring matches took place at the theatres, and schools 
were established for the promulgation of the art—knowledge of the 
science of self defence came to be considered aS a necessary requisite 
for all Englishmen, and amongst the names of the numerous splendid 
supporters of the ring were to be found those of.even Royalty itself. 
Is pugilism, as one of the national pastimes of old England, now des- 
tined to continue to decline until it utterly expires, or may we look 
for the coming of another Humphries, who by his thoroughly honour- 
able conduct and gentlemanly behaviour, combined with gallantry 
and prowess, will serve to revive the fading glories of the ‘‘noble art, 
and attract towards it new patrons and supporters from those classes 
that are alone capable of upholding it?

RACE FOR £60, BETWEEN JOHN A. CAFFIN AND GEORGE 
KIPPEN. ’ 


On Friday last these men rowed from Putney to Mortlake in out- 
riggers, and a good deal of money changed hands on tho result. 
Caffin’s prnolpe, performances have been with Tom King and Barney 
Shepherd, both of whom he has defeated. He is a very unfinished 
sculler, but being very big and strong, and standing 6 feet 1 in. in 
height, he possesses great advantages over a man of Kippen’s inches, 
who has not the advantage of being a first-rate practitioner. Oafiin 
trained at the “ Feathers,” Wandsworth, under the well-known Harry 
Salter. Kippen is from Lambeth, and has only rowed once—yviz., 
with one Hassall, whom he defeated. He, however, comes of a good 
rowing stock, being the son of old Jem Kippen, who defeated Bob 
Coombes, and many confidently predicted the young ’un to be the 
“coming man” of Lambeth. He trained at the Red Lion, Hammer- 
smith, and was in good condition. Owing to unforeseen difficulties, 
the boat engaged to accompany the race (the Venus) did not arrive at 
Putney till nearly five o’clock, and the race did not take place till an 
hour after the men should have started, thus causing them to row at 
the turn of the tide, and making it consequently all in favour of the 
strongest man. Oaffin won the toss, and took the Middlesex side. 
Some difficulty took place in the choice of @ referee, but eventually 
Crout, of Woolwich, accepted the office; Harry Salter being umpire 
for Caffin, Kippen being represented by his father. Bob Bain was at 
the head of Caflin's eight and Tom Wise piloted the little one, Tho 
betting previous to the start was 5 to 2 on Caffin. Several falso starts 
were made, but at last they got away Pee evenly, Caflin showing 
ahead before they had gone twenty yards. At the Star and Garter 
Oaffin had pulled himself clear, and at Simmons’s he was leading by a 
clear length, and rowing within himself, 6 to1 offered. The big ’un 
continued to increase his lead at every stroke, and at Hammersmith 
Bridge was leading by six lengths (\ime 12 minutes). From here to 
Chiswick Ait, no change occurred in their respective positions, and 
although Kippen had no chance he was pulling a most lucky stern 
race. At the Bathing-place Caffin missed his stroke, and ee a moment 
we thought he would have gone out of his boat. He righted himself, 
however, and spurting away, reached the “Ship” at Mortlake tho. 
winner of a very slow race by seven lengths. Time 34min. 45sec. 
Coming home there was some talk of a match between the winner and 
Ben Edwardes, of the Tower, in old-fashioned boats, which hag subse-~ 
quently been ratified.

NEWCASTLE-UPON-TYNE. 
THE INTERNATIONAL BOAT RACE. 

Pablic interest in these matches is increasing. It is quite likely that 
Kelley will be a positive favourite. Certain itis that even the greatest 
aquatic gentlemen we have are not cognisant of Hamill’s qualifications, 
It is only known that the American pulls well according to his system 
of manipulating the sculls, but then the system is 80 unique in prin- 
ciple and practice, and so singularly contrary to our English style of 
rowing, that the Tyne touts cannot reconcile themselves to show favour 
to the American. ‘The latter style may be defeated notwithstanding. 
Hewmill continues to have two stout oar in his skiff daily. e 
looks in blooming health, and as hard as flint stone, Last Sunday we 
were informed by the champion in person that he has still to reduce 
him-elf from 101b to12ib more. He has doue a vast ameunt of hard 
work since his arrival, and although his hands have suffered to a great 
extent, he does not flinch in the task. Hamillis evident! of a resolute 
nature, and it does not admit of scponday deliberation that he will be 
in first-rate condition. Tho boat built by Roberts of New York has 
arrived. but we doubt not that Hamill will merely keep it for chatces, 
as compared with our English skiffs its dimensions are considerably in 
excess, The American will be very well stocked for boats, as besides 
the above and the one he brought with him to Eugiand by M‘Kay of 
the Empire City, Harry Clasper has another in a fair way of comple- 
tion, and which will be built according to the inventive capabilities of 
the veteran. In America as here there is much controversy respecting 
the different times pulled in by the rowers of the two natious. We 
will just give a few of Hamill’s times and those of our English 
Champious, When Ward defeated Hamill over the Poughkeepsie 
course, 5 miles, 2) miles out snd a similar distance in, on the 23rd 
July, 1863, it took him 42min 9sec to accomplish the distance. How- 
ever, when the sa ue men met again on the 28th Sept. 1863, the same 
distance, Hamill won with ease in 37min 58sec, or to simplify it, the 
time to the turn- boat, 2} miles, was 18min 25sec, and back in 19min 
33nec, total as above. On that occasion Hamill pulled 52 strokes and 
Ward 38 strokes per minute. Of course Hamill and Ward pulled in 
Sept. 1862, bnt as to the time we are not precise, At Staten Island 

Regatta, 5 miles, Hamill won the ascullers’ race with ease in 35min 
10sec. It may be important to mention that these matches were 
pulled on slack water—a fact not generally known. Hamill has also 
covered 2 miles at Beacon Rezatta in 16m‘n 40sec. Against these 
times we give the various matches for the English Championship over 
the ''hames course, from Putney to Mortlake, a distance as nigh a3 
can be of 44 miles. ©. Campbell and R. Coombes, 26min lbsec; 
Newall and Coombes, in 1847, 23min 46sec; Mackinney and Ooombes, 
27min 81sec; Cole and Coombes, 25min 15sec; second match, 23min 
85sec; Messenger and Cole, 24min 45sec; K-lley aud Messenger, 
24min 80sec; Chambers and Kelley, 25min 15sec; Chambers and 
White, 23min 15sec, the quickest time on record for the Obampion- 
ship; Chambers and Everson, 26min 23sec; Ohambers and Green, 
25min 28sec; Kelley and Chambers, 23min 23sec.
